The ordinances of the North: West council 
possed at its late session—iss4¢—vumber 36. 

No. 1, “ Respecting the herding of ant- 
’ is subst tially the same as passed in 
the previous session of council, with some 
amendments. The ordinance does not ap- 
ply west of range 6, west of the srdo princt- 
pal meridian. Kast of that line, ov petition 
of two thirds of the inhabitants, tracts of 
ai area of not less than twenty-four town- 
shipsmay be placed ander the ordinance ;
